Mr. Eyprianou. president of the 
Greek-Cypriot Chamber of Dep- 
uties, is serving as acting Presi- 
dent until elections for a new 
head of state, which under tho 
Constitution should be beld with- 
in 45 days. 

The Archbishop toki an Iranian 
interviewer four days betore his 
death thas Mr. Kyprianou was 
his “only suitable successor,” an 
Iranian newspaper reported yes 
terday.

Energy Department Created 
As Carter Signs Measure 


‘WASHINGTON, Aug. 4 (AP).— 
President Carter today signert 
into beint a Department of 
Energy, the first new Cabinet 
agency in 11 years, 

As expected, Mr. Carter nomi- 
nated James Schlesinger. his top 
energy adviser, to be the nation's 
first secretary of energy. 

The Senate Enersy Commit- 
tee in anticipation of the nomi- 
nation, had already held confir- 
mation hearings on Mr, Schie- 
Singer. It approved him by a 15. 
to-0 vote without debate less thar 
an hour after Mr. Carter's formal 
nomination.

The new department, the 12th 
Cabmet department, will have 
=0,000 employees and an annual 
budget of $10.6 billion. 

The impending crisis of energy 
shortages has brought about un 
Precedented quick action by Con- 
gress." the President said. He 
noted that it took the lawmakers 
only five months to approve the 
creation of the department. 

Mr. Carter said the new Jegisia- 
tion will help him alleviate the 
impact “of inevitable shortages 
of oil and gas and other enersy 
He praised members 
of Congress for “extraordinary 
good work in bringing this legis- 
lation ta completion.” 

The President said the new de- 
partment will help increase enersy 
production and make sure that 
energy prices to consumers are 
fair. 

When the Department of Ener: 
gy becins operating this fall, Mr. 
Carter said, “we will bave an 
energy policy to make our nation 
proud.” 


Three Agencies 


As 2 reswlb of the reorganiza- 
tion, three existing agencies—the 
Federal Power Commission, tho 
Energy Research and Develop- 
ment Administration and the Fed- 
eral Energy Administration—will 
be abotished and the Interior De- 
periment will lose most of its 
power over energy matters. 

Other responsibilities of the new 
department include: 

@ Autoority for gathering en-

Equatorial Guinea Reported 
Afriea’s Chamber of Horrors 


By David Lemb 


DOUALA. Carmroon. — Less 
than a decade ago. Equatorial 
Guinea was the jewel in Spain's 
African crown. 8. prosperous, 
peaceful little place that the well- 
educated Bubi tribesmen fondly 
nicknamed “Nanny Poo.” 

The carefree island of “Nanny 
Poo’—more correctly, Fernando 
Po—aend its sister province on 
the mainland represented the 
Africa of storybooks—beautiful 
and partly untemed, It was roam- 
ed by gorillas and covered with 
jungle, and from the cathedral 
tower at Malabo a verdant vista 
of well-kept plantations spread 
to the mountain range and the 
ocean beyond. 

Coffee and cocoa were bounti- 
ful, an African middle class en- 
joyed both wealth and leisure 
and the school enrollment and 
per-capita income were among the 
highest on the continent. It was 
no, surprising thet the coming 
οἵ independence was greeted with 
opthnism. 

“Guineans do not want their 
independence to resemble a bot- 
tle of champagne that evaporates 
in euphoria.” Premier Bonifacio 
Ondo Edu said in early 1968. 

Terror Begins 

But within days of indepen- 
dence on Oct, 12, 1968, the eu- 
phoria had given way to terror. 
Mr. Ondo was imprisoned and 
beaten to death. The roundup 
and execution of the educated 
elite, the civil servants and legis- 
lative opponents began with sys- 
tematic fury. Youth gangs ran 
amok, killing. looting and raping. 
They still do, by informed ac- 
counts. 

Today Equatorial Guinea is 
Africa's chamber of horrors, 2 
morally and financially bankrupt 
country ruled by a Catholic-turn- 
ed-atheist, life-President Fran- 
elsco Macias Nguema, 55, who 
says: “The so-called intellectuals 
are the greatest problems facing 
Africa today. They are polluting 
our climate with foreign culture.” 

Since Mr, Macias took power at 
independence, nearly all the se- 
nior civil servants and two-thirds 
of the Assembly members hare 
been murdered or imprisoned or 
have fled into exile. An estimated 
109.000 Guineans—25 per cent of 
the country’s population--hare 
fled. Conditions in Malabo, the 
capital. are considered so intoler- 
able that the Organization of 
African Unity recently took the 
unprecedented step of votinz to 
close its regional headquarters 
there,

Formerly Spanish Guinea, 
Equatorial Guinea covers an area 
of just over 28.000 square kilo~ 
meters and consists of two 
provinces: Rio Muni on the con- 
tinent, sandwiched between 
Cameroon and Gabon, and the 
island of Macies Nguema, called 
Fernando Po until the Presi- 
dent named it after himself. The 
island lies about 21 miles. off 
the Cameroon coast. 


Information Blackout 


There is an almost total black- 
out of information about the 
countty today. A garrison of 
Spanish troops was kicked out 
in 1969 and most of the 17.000 
European expatriates went with 
them in fear for their lives. The 
UN mission was expelled in 1973; 
the U.S. Embassy was closed in 
1976. No Western journalists and 
few foreigners are allowed to 
visit. 

But in interviews with refugees 
and diplomats in West Africa, 
and from reports compiled by 
European-based human rights 
organizations, a picture emerges 
of Equatorial Guinea and its 
paranoid president that invites 
comparison with the late Pran- 
gois (Papa Doc!

Carter Signs Bill on Strip-Mining Controls

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.--Presi- 
dent Carter signed strip-mining 
contro] legislation yesterday but 
said it was not tough enough be- 
cause it had been watered down 
to win congressional approval. He 
said he would work to improve 
the law in the future. 

Without mentioning him by 
name, Mr. Carter chided his pre- 
decessor, Gerald Ford, for twice 
vetoing similar legislation. 

“Tm not completely satistied 
with this legislation,” Mr. Carter 
declared 2s he signed the strip- 
mining bill in ceremonies in the 
‘White House Rose Garden. 

“I would prefer to have a strict- 
er strip-mining bill. I sm con- 
cerned with some of the features 
that had to be watered down dur- 
ing this session to get it passed. 

“But I think that this provides 
us a basis on which we can make 
improvements on the bill in years 
to come,” Mr. Carter said. 

“The new law requires coal com- 
panies to restore virtually all new 
‘Ignd: they gouge and to pay for 
qepairng the damage causéd by 
them in the post, It is the result 
of seven years of legislative strug- 
eling among members of Congress 
and battling among the mining 
companies and environmental in- 
terests.

U.S. Agency Criticizes Con Ed 
On Handling of Power Failure 


WASHINGTON, Aug. ὁ (AP).— 
The Federal Power Commission 
said today that Consolidated Edi- 
son was inadequately prepared 
and failed to move quickly enough 
to prevent New York City's black- 
out on July 13-14. 

Richard Dunham, commission 
chairman, said that “the present 
system is clearly inadequate” and 
that improving it probably would 
cost millions of dollars and in- 
crease consumers’ electric bills.

To FBI, Documenis Reveal

NEW YOR, Aug. 4 (NTT).— 
For about seven years in the 
1950s a number of officials of 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union gave the FBI. om 2 con- 
tinuing basis, information about 
the organization, its activities 
and some of its members, ac- 
cording to materials obtained 
from the bureau's files. 

In addition. the materials ~ig- 
gest that several ACLU of- 
ficials asked the bureau ἴα help 
them to identify Communist 
party members who olight be 
trying to gain seats on the 
boards of the ACLU's state af- 
filiates. There is no indication 
that the bureau complied with 
the-e requests. 

One result of this activity was 
that the PBI opened files on 
scores of persons whose names 
they received and tried to de- 
termine whether any of them had 
been engaged in “subversive” 
activities. 

Two of the persons who ap- 
pear to have given the bureau 
information in some instances 
said yesterday that in that cold 
war period. the FBI appeared 
to be acting to protect civil 
rights, and it was not until later 
that the country became aware 
of what it was doing. 

Current leaders of the ACLU 
said, bowever, that there was no 
justification for giving some of 
the information to the bureau 
and that they were distressed to 
learn that it had been given. 

The materials were obtained 
by the ACLU through a request 
under the Freedom of Informa- 
tion Act and subsequently made 
avaible to The New York Times, 
They show that between 1953 
apd 1959 a number of officials, 
including the head of the 
ACLU's Washington office. Irving 
Ferman, advised the bureau on 
an irregular but continuing basis 
of activities that the organiza- 
tion was planning. 

“The files show that. on ἃ 
number of occasions, alnmiost eu- 
tirely during the McCarthy era, 
certain persons who were then 
ACLU officials were in contact 
with the FBI to provide or obtain 
information about the political 
beliefs or affiliations of other 
ACLU members and officials, 
particularly those who were 
thought to be Communists,” Nor- 
man Dorsen. the ACLU chair- 
man, and Aryeh Neier, its ex- 
ecutive director, said in a state- 
ment released yesterday. 

“Whatever their motive, such 
contacts with the FBI were 
wrong, inexcusable and destruc- 
tuve of civil liberties principles. 

The materials given to the FBI 
included correspondence between 
ACLU officials, minutes of meet- 
ings | of verious state affiliates. 
drafts of position papers, memo- 
randums, lists of officers and bits 
of gossip about internal feuds. 

A communication from the 
ACLUs southern California af- 
filiate was passed along by Mr. 
Ferman to a bureau official with 
a notation saying “there is no 
question in my mind but [that] 
this is a product of Communist 
coercion.” 

On another oceasion. the files 
show, Mr, Ferman sent a letter 
to that same official, Louis 
Nichols, then the No. 3 man in 
the bureau, disclosing the names 
of two persons who had tried to 
get the ACLU's help in organizing 
a campaign against the House 
Conunittee on Uu-American Ac- 
tivities. 

Mr. Ferman, in a telephone in- 
terview. said he could not recall 
many of the incidents described 
in the FBI's files but did not dis- 
pute the authenticity af the doc- 
uments. 

He would not comment on his 
motives in turning such mate- 
rial over to Mr. Nichols but said 
tt was “absolutely not” hig inten- 
tion that the bureau open files an 
persons named in the documents. 

However, in 2 statement that 
he prepared for the current lead- 
ership of the ACLU, he said that 
the policy of the ACLU leader- 
ship at the time was to develop 
and maintain a close relation- 
ship with the FBI ang other sov- 
ernment agencies, 

“The policy reflected a recog- 
nition that particwarly during 
the cold war period of the fifties, 
there was need for some clear 
channels to those agencies op- 
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erating in the political framework 
similar to that of the union,” he 
said. 

He said this did not mean the 
ACLU endorsed the policies and 
Practices of the hureau, but 
simply reflected “the vision that 
any struggle for human libeny 
requires maby, many battle sia- 
tions.” 

Mr. Ferman, who 15 referred to 
in FBI files as a “friend™ of the 
bureau, and who once proposed 
that the late J. Edgar Hoover be

U.S. Agency 
Forms Unit to 


Track Nazis

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—The 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service yesterday announced the 
organization of a spécial unit to 
track accused Nazi war criminals 
who have taken refuge in the 
United States. 

INS Commissioner Leonel 
Castillo said four persons accused, 
of war crimes, including Andrija 
Artukovic, 2 California resident 
Sought by Yugoslavia for trial, 
are currently undergoing deporta~ 
tion proceedings. A further 103 
cases are nearing prosecution or 
are under active investigation, he 
said. 

Myr, Castillo told the House 
Judiciary Subcommittee on Im- 
migration that, in addition ito 
setting up the Washington task 
force, he has streamlined legal 
procedures to enable INS of- 
licials to gather evidence over- 
seas, He also said his investiga- 
tors will have top Justice De~ 
partment backing in getting con- 
fidential imformetion from the 
CIA and from the Defense ard 
State Departments. 

The subcommittee chairman, 
Rep. Joshua Eilberg, D-Pa., sairl 
in an opening statement that the 
Immigration Service during the 
last 80 years was “more concern- 
ed ebout possible Communist 
Propaganda and about our politi- 
cal allisnces with postwar Gere 
many than if was with bringing 
to justice those criminals who 
participated im genocide on a 
scale unknown to mankind 
throughout history.” 

Mr. Castillo acknowledged from 
his own examination of in- 
vestigative files that the recorcs 
were poorly kept but he and 
other officials denied finding 
evidence of deliberate wrong- 
doing, 

“Tes hard for me to pin the 
blame on anyone for something 
that happened 20 years ago,” the 
commissioner said, “T'm inclined 
to believe Communists were a 
much greater concern two de- 
cades ago—that'’s the way the 
Jaws were written.” 

Three years ago. the hunt for 
Suspected Nazis was centralized 
in New York. Now all case 
records will be transferred to 
Washington and five attorners 
working under the service's gen- 
eral counsel will each be assigned 
to individual cases.

“A prolific writer of books on 
philosophy and theology. Dr. 
Bloch had taught since 1961 av 
‘Tuebingen. near Stuttgart, set- 
tling there after hus mandatory 
retirement from & professorship 
at the University of Leipzig. 

Chooses East 

Dr. Bloch had gone io Bast 
Germany in 1949 from the United 
States after refusing a professor- 
ship in West Germany with the 
explanation that he wanted noth- 
ing more to do with capitalism 
He changed his mind after seven 
years of teaching at Leipzig. 

Dr. Bloch had gone to the 
United States in 1938 and spent 
the war years running a German- 
language publishmg house mth 
other emigres. He had left Ger- 
Manr for Switzerland and France 
in 1233 when Adelt Hitler came 


to power, 
Dr. Blo was born im the 
Rhine River city of Ludwigs- 


bafen. He studied philosophy, 
music and physics et the univer- 
sities of Munich and Wuerzburg 
and earned 2 doctorate in 1908 

He joined the German Con. 
munist party in the 1990s when 
he was 8 prominent intellectual 
Sieure in Gerlin. 

Dr. Boek expounded a philos- 
ophy of hope based on what he 
called an “undogmatic utopian 
Marmsm.” I, was founded on

Workers in Chemical Plant 
In U.S. Found to Be Sterile 


LATHROP, Calif, Aug. 4 (AP). 
~The men noticed it first, swap- 
ping stories ever lunch at the 
chemical plant where they work- 
ed in this small central Cailfornia 
town. None had fathered chil- 
dren lately. 

That was a few vears ago. .To- 
day, part of the Occidental 
Chemical Oo, plant is closed and 
doctors are trying to figure out 
what has made several workers 
sterile. 

Twenty-six men work In the 
section af the plant tbat niekes 
farm chemicals. According to a 
company spokesman, 23 of the 
men agreed to tests 2 month 
ago after initial studies raised 
questions about their reproductive 
capacity, Eight of the 23 had 
had vaseetomies. 

But James Lindley, Occidental 
vice-president and western divi- 
sion manager, said that of the 
remaining 15 men tested, 10 were 
sterile or had almost nonexistent 
sperm counts. 

“At this point, we just dont 
Know what the cause is.” Mr. 
Lmdley said yesterdar. Most of 
the men are in their 20s and 30s 
and had Sathered children before 
they started to work at the plant, 
he said.

The Carter proposal would not have much 
direct effect on federal aw enforcement 
which does not concern itself with prosecut- 
ine criminel cases for simple possession and 
concentrates, wisely, on smuggling and traf- 
ficking in drugs. Lesser prosecutions are left 
to the states—and some of them sre far 
ahead of the administration's new initiative. 
Oregon passed its marijuana law in 1973, 
providing for civil fines instead of criminal 
penalties. Nine other states, including New 
York, have adopted similar laws. But the 
Carter proposal remains important as a dem- 
onstration of enlightened law enforcement. 
for states whose lecistators have not yet rec- 
oonized the needless damage to lives and 
the waste of criminal justice resources 
caused by harsh pot laws. 

The principal argument against decrimin- 
alization is the fear that it will serve as a 
stepping stone towerd legalisation. If so- 
eiety tolerstes the smoking of 2 marijuana 


eigarette. critics ask, is it not hypocritical 
to forbid selling it? There is some logic in 
the point. Indeed. marijuana enthusiasts 
have siready begun to think about the next 
step in a long campaign for legalization. 
But it does not follow that any next step 
is inevitable—or desirable. To say that one 
should stop flailing at mosquitoes with a 
sledgehammer is not the same as saying one 
must then encourage the breeding of more 
mosquitoes, What should follow reform of 
harsh marijuana laws is a determined effort 
to understand the hold that pot. as well as 
other drugs and alcohol and tobacco. have 
om Americans. In his drug abuse message, 
Mr. Carter proposes’ just such an effort. We 
hope Congress is equally willing to make it. 
How far society has come on this one of 
the three A’s can be seen by the amount 
of backsliding on another, abortion. It 
seems to us that a democratic society ought, 
especially on so diffienlt a question, to al- 
low its citizens to choose_for_themselves- 
among competing theories of life. That 
choice has been availiable since 1973 when 
the Supreme Court ruled that, at least 
through early pregnancy, the abortion de- 
cision belongs to the woman involved. Since 
then, births have declined among women 
unprepared or unwilling to be mothers. So 
Have ilnesses and deaths as women no 
jonger need to turn to shady abortionists.

ASHINGTON.—George F. 

Kennan argued on duly 11 
against making demcerey 9 
world cause for U.S. diplomacy, 
noting that he knew of no evi- 
dence “that ‘democracy.’ or what 
we picture to ourselves under 
that word, is the natural state 
of most of mankind.”

Cincinnati’s Pitching 
Only Part of Problem

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4 CWP).—In this strange basebail 
season, one of the most frequently asked ‘questions is: What's 
wrong with the Cincinnati Reds? The answer seems simple: 
pitching, or the lack thereof. ἡ 

The Reds" steff has an’ eamed-run average of 462. A year 
ag0, despite the cries that their pitching was mediocre, the staff's 
ERA was 3.51. 

But the answer is not tbat simpie. Even with Its pathetic 
pitching. many observers agree that manager Sparky Anderson's 
team should have ἃ better record than the‘53-52 mark, including 
last night's victory over Chicago. 

“I don't blame people for asking why weve not doing better,” 
Anderson said. “People deserve an answer. When you see a 
baliclub the caliber of ours,. there's no question we should be 
playing better.”. Many Reds-watchers point to 8, lackadaisical 
attitude that started in train- 
ing camp and has stayed with 
the team. Curfews have not been 
met, discipline among the stars 
has been lax and dissension, 
once thought of as something - 
foreign, has been seen in the 
a clubhouse: 

“It hasn't been auy one thing,” 
Anderson said. “I think you 
have to go back to before spring 
training started. We were all 
wined and dined. The guys went 
to Hawaii [for the 
competition] and made @ lot of 
money.” Ἶ 

Dodgers Sprinted 

During the spring. the Reds - 
took things easy and presumed 
.that, when the bell rang, they 
would be there. But when April 
rolled around it was the Los An- 
geles Dodgers, not the Reds, who 
sprinted from the gate. - 

Slow. starts are not alien to 
the Reds. They have made a 
habit of catching the Dodgers 
im recent years in much the 
same style that a classic distance horse runs down’ a rabbit in 
the stretch. 

Not this time, however. The Reds are apparentiy carrying 
too much weight to get to the finish first. 

No one argues with Anderson about early atvitude problems. 
But Rawly Eastwick, who was the National League's fireman of 
the year ‘last season but today is a St. Louis Cardinal with a 
5-7 record and 3.46 BRA a3 a result of a bitter contract dispute, 
says there is more to it than that. 

“Tt wasn't just thet the guys werent psyched up,” he said.

They made it hard for us and they made it tough 
for Sparky.”

“When we left. spring training our arms weren't in shape." 
he said. “All spring they kept giving work to the young guys 
who weren't going to make the club.

“They've taken ἃ staff that won two world championships 
and broken it up. They have some good young pitchers over 
where. But-it's going to take them awhile to get it together.” 

The Reds broke up thelr pitching staff by trading Will 
McEnany. Santo Alcala, Gary Nolan, Pat Zachry (for Tom 
Seaver) and Hastwick, and by sending Pat Darcy to the minors 
and losing Don Gulett in the free-agent draft. They also traded 
Tony Perez, one of the team's leaders, 

The Reds had a difficult spring with Johnny “Bench and 
Dan Driessen injured and, Pete Rose and Eastwick fighting with 
management. 

They stumbled early, righted themselves, and by the time 

June rolled around, appeared to be on track. On Juve 19, the 
day Seaver made his debut as a Red, they were only 6 1/2 games 
behind the Dodgers. 

But-then the team began to feel the affects of all the player 
moves, Slowly, the Reds, most notably the pitchers, crumbled. 
Thelr July record was 11-18, 

“You know you just can‘t take 25 guys, throw them in 2 
room and make them came out friends,” said Jack. Billingham, 
co-dean of the pitching staff with reliever Pedro Borbon. “There's 
no way.2 team can be closeknit when you have 9 or 10 new guys.

“And 
that ain't going to be easy.”

The agency began investigating 
and found what it said were at 
Jeast 14 severe injuries caused by 
the machines in the last 10 years, 
most of them after the machines 
were disconnected. Some of those 
persons injured suffered perma- 
nent brain damage or were per- 
maneptly paralyzed. the govern- 
ment added. 

If the pitching arm is cocked 
in a certain position even after 
the machine is turned off, it can 
be set off at the slightest. vibra- 
tion. the government said. 

The government asked in its 
court suit that the manufacturers 
be forced to stop the sale and

ALMA, Majorca ‘NYT).~“Truly. in all conscience, I can only 

recommend this excursion to artists, both robust in body and of 
ardent spirit.” wrote George Sand ot her visit to Majorca in 1836. 
“The day Will come no doubt when those seeking rest, and even 
beautiful women, will be able to go to Palma with no greater fatigue 
and trouble than it costs them now to go to Geneva.” 


George Sand’s prediction came true when Spain's tourist boom 
exploded in the 1960s, turning this graceful, green island into one 
‘of Europe's package tour specials, cluttering stretches of its 
spectacular coastline with high-rise cement buiklings, suffocating its 
agriculture and shaltering the islanders’ strict moral conventions. 

“T can remember when there were separate beaches for men and 
wormeh,” said Isidor Mari. a 28-year-Old linguistics professor. “But 
when the first Bikinis came—what 2 surprise! Now the people are 
used to the dance haus, used to living the life of the tourist. But 
we are all troubled by the fact that each dey we feel more like 
strangers im our own country: The island ig not our hame.” 

‘The social revolution unconsciously wrought by chartered plane- 
Josds of Finns. Swedes, Danes, Germans, Swiss, French, English 
aud others was Momentous for the gentle Majorcans, whose own 
history is a succession of less peaceiul invasions by Phoenicians, 
Carthaginians, Romars, Vandals, Moors end Spenicrds. 

“We are a People accustomed to being imvaded, and this was 
one invasion more.” observed Climent Garau, a eraggy, white-haired 
leader of the Union Autonomista, which fevors home rule for the 
Balearic archipelago. 

But tourism, what one economist calls Majorca’s “one crop 
ecouomy,.” has not recovered from the slump triggered by the Euro- 
pen recession. The big hoteis along Palma’s strip are half empty. 

The workers Unported from mainland Spain to build more hotels 
have been sent home, and thoughtful Majorcans are beginning to 
ponder the price they bave paid for an uncertain prosperity. 

Recently, 40 people, most of them young, many of them anar- 
chists, “occupied” the small, peaked island of Dragonera, which lies 
Off the western tip of Majorca, to protest plans of 2 Catalan com- 
pany to convert it into a high-class “tourist paradise,” complete — 

ifn helicopter pad and yacht basin. 

“tn the face of the systematic destruction of the islands and 
their environment. we are demanding the right to enjoy a little 
bir. of free space.” said a bearded occupier of Dragonera, who managed 
to slip out of a half-hearted coast guard siege of the uninhabited 
island. 

A woman who owus a bar facing the finger-sbaped island added: 
“fhe; say this millionaires’ paradise will bring jobs here, but 1 
know all they will send us is their garbage. And empty champagne 
bottles.” 

The quixotic “occupation” of Dragonera seenis to have stirred 
considerable support among the half-million Majorcans, and the 
Balearic provincial government is now talking xbout buying the place 
outrisnt and turning it into a nature park. 

“The 25th of this month I've been here 25 years, and I’ve seen 
this cancer growing,” said Bik Waldren, an archaeologist who lives 
in Deya, a pleasant village discovered by Robert Graves and now 
heavily pepulated year-round by foreigners. “It's so bad what 
ther've contaminated.” 

Waldren is also concerned that Majorca’s fine terraces, ouilt by 
the Moors after ther captured the island in 798. are falling into dis- 
repair. “Prices have collapsed for fruit.” said the archaeologist. 
“Oreuges, lemons are left to fall on the groun 

The awakening to environmental problems has been matched by 
a slow revival of regionalist seutiment in slumberous, conservative 
Majorca, which was the only one of the four main Balearics to stay 
in the column of Francisco Franco throughout the Civil War of the 
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tion of Premier Adolfo Suarez won four Majoresa seats in the lower 
house and the Socialists won two, but the Union Autonothista took 


only 36 per cént of the popular vote. Thougn tae two victorious - 


parties pledged to work for some kind of autonomy statute for the 


Balearics, regionalists are skeptical. 

“We have left behind dictatorship, but not colonization.” wrote 
2 conmmentater in a left-cf-center magazine called Lic, which is 
Written in Catalan. 

Les illes. as the islands are known in Catalan, are a ‘cultural 
extension of peninsular Catalonia, and people here pride themselves 
on speaking e purer Catalan than one hears in Barcelona. Indeed, 
Majorean writers have made an oversized contribution to the on- 
going revival of Catalan literature. A prolific generation of young 
novelists, many of them from rural Majorca, has been wrestling 
with the themes of the tourist revolution and the searing legacy of 
the brutal pro-Praneo repression here during the Civil War. 

But Maforean regionalists feel themselves on the defensive, un- 
like their counterparts in Barcelona, who won an impressive victory 
in the June 15 elections. At political rallies in Palma, Spanish. 
speaking peninsular laborers booted down politicians who tried to 
‘speak in Catalan. 

“Here the Catalan heritage is not strong enough to oblige the 
outsiders to learn the language,” acknowledged Miguel Adrover, an

But αὶ streak of pride ond exclusiveness amoung the Majorcans 
themselves inhibits assimilation of the outsiders, 

“There is a disdain for all the foreigners who come from the 
outside,” conceded Carme Simo, who teaches Catalan Mterature. 
“We continue to respect anyone who Wes not born in this land or 
is not Catalan.” 

The attempt at ἃ political definition of the Balearic personality 
3s made even more difficult by petty rivalries among the four 
islands themselves. Majorcans complain of domination by Madrid, 
but Menorcams and Ibizans grumble about Majorca’s “centralism,” 
and inhabitants of the tiny island of Formentera worry 2bout Httle 
niza's “hegemonic designs.” 

‘These inter-island differences were colored by varying allegiances 
during the Civii War. Majorca was seised and held by the Franco 
forces. Menorca stayed Republican until the war's end and the two 
other islands changed bands violently. 

The Fascist repression on Majorca, which deepened with the 


appearance in 1936 of a red-bearded Italian who called himself- 


“Count Rossi." is something that older Majorcans are still reluctant 
to discuss, Estimates of those executed run from 3,000 to 6,000.

‘The repression on Majorca produced a classic testimony of the 
Civil War by the conservative French Catholic Georges Bernanos, 
whe witnessed it. His “Les Grands Cimetiéres Sous ia Lune,” trans- 
lated literally as “The Great Cemeteries Under the Moon” ΩΣ 
called “A Diary οἵ My Times” in the English-] edition, is 
one of the most stinging indictments of “nationalist” Spain, yet it 
came from a man with impeccably rightist credentials. 

Bernanos wrote: “They grabbed them every evening in the Jost 
hamlets, at the hour when they were coming back from: their 
fields; they left for their last trip. their shirts sticking to their 
backs from sweat, their arms still full of the day's work. I repeat, 
and I will never tire of repeating. these men had not killed or wounded 
anyone. These were peasants like those you know, or rather those 
your parents knew.”
